(Here's one for Woody -ed.) Lyle, W3VSU, 
says "you can't electrocute a motorman because he 
isn't a conductor!" 


FROM THE PRESIDENT, W3NIPs "If you will take 
the time to analyze the growth and success of 
Phil-Mont, you will probably be impressed by the 
number of factors responsible. Obviously, the 
national growth of mobile operation has had its 
influence, with hams taking to the road to avoid 
TVI instead of buttoning-up their harmonics. 

"Before multi-band commercially built rigs 
were available, it was apparent that ten meters 
was the easiest band to 'get on’ in the car. The 
antenna was reasonable, the converters or 
receivers were not hard to come by, and the 
peculiar propagation properties of 'ten' made 
this band the most practical for the power inputs 
that can be utilized in the car. 

"It wasn't until the band 'closed', however, 
a few years back, that many hams thought they had 
chosen the wrong band. Many ambitious ones 
looked to the lower QRM frequencies, and those 
who remained had to be content with an occasional 
contact. The band 'closing' was extremely 
fortunate, as many of us who wouldn't talk toa 
"local' when the band was ‘open’ had the chance 
to get acquainted with the ‘guy’ across town, and 
found that he wasn't such a bad ‘Joe’. After 
several contacts with him we began good 
friendships and sought him out - scheduling him - 
even met him on his frequency if we could. 

"Then came the realization that a common 
frequency could make the going easier and the 
presence of 7373.3kc crystals in ample quantities 
in the local surplus market cinched the problem. 

"Phil-Mont's growth, in large measure, is 
due to the congregation of hams on this 
frequency. We procured and distributed crystals, 
set up monitors, started nets, and our membership 
grew to the point where we outgrew our original 
quarters and are bursting the seams of our 
present one (Cassidy School -ed.). 

Limiting our membership to 100 active 
members became necessary to avoid the problem of 
getting too big! Even the 29493kc frequency we 
selected got over crowded and nets were formed to 
create order. Channel 2 (29624kc) came into 
being - now a third, fourth and fifth frequency! 

Our now famous 3 'pip' breaking procedure 
also helped. Channel 1 is now truly an ‘inter- 
com' Frequency which is probably unique in 
hamdom. ...'
